Claims 1 -7 and 9-10 were pending in the present Application. Claims 1 and 1 0 have 
been amended Claims 1 1 and 12 have been added, leaving Claims 1-7, 9-12 tor Ibrther 
considertuiovj the present amendment. 

Support Ibr the ainendnsent to ("iairn 1 , 1 0 ean be found on page 1 3. lines 1 4--22, 
wherein it b di,8c]ois<;d that a mei.hod (or a structure) inn which ireedoni of a dihedral angle 
beiween two aromatic rings (such as a benzene dng) planes is restraiued. Also, Applicants' 
disclose the TCBFl strnchire on page 17, which is also <jmpkjyed in sample OLE!) No, M of 
Exsmpfe I m the originally tiled application. Support for newly added claims 1 K 12 can be 
foimd in tb^i specificauon at page 15, line 6 to page 1 6, line 19, 

Reconsideration and allowaBce of the elaims are respectfully reqaested in vi<;w of the 
I ol lowing remarks.

Claims 1--7 and 9-10 stand rejected under 35 l].S.C, § 102(e), as allegedly anticipated 
by Thompson et al (l),S, i^ai. No, 6,902,830), Applicams respcctfldly traverse this re;iection, 

fo antleipate a claim, a reference must disclose each aid every element of" the claim, 
Uwtnar Marine v. Varient he. 3 U.S.P.Q.2d 1766 (I-ed. Cir. 1987), 

1 ne Office Action refers to 1"hornpi?on as providing diselosure for ihe follosving 
moiecules: 
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''vs/herein a Hrc segment denotas possible substitutiox) at my avajlabie carbofi atoms or atoms; 
{■fthe indicated tivigs bv alkvi or aryi groups (see co!umn 32, line 40-coiumn 33, line 33), The 
1 nosTipsoti reference reads on the prescfti claims- when Ri md R2 are alky I and aiyi, md ah 
are both 1 ; md Arl represents a phenyknc group substituted with an alkyi or aryl group.'' 
Applieanis respectfully disagree. 

Cliiinis 1 and 10 have been ataeinded as above io further lirnit Arl of Fi:.niniiia 2, 
wherein the substitution position of the- substitution in the substituted phenykne group Arl is 
specilied and limited io the ortho position. Claims 1 md 1.0 are patently distinguished from 
'i hornpsors in that the host compound is represejued by i^omiula I and has a feofganizaiioH 
en.ei-gy of iVoiu more thai 0 to 0.50 eV, 

'PhoTopson only discloses substiiuied iriaryl amines as host tnatcrials (see column 7, 
lines -7-9) and discloses, as one example of the substituted tri-aryl amines, various carba^zoie 
compotmds without my specific limitations (see column 7, lines 10-24 and column 32, Sine 3H 
to column 33, line 45 .) ThompsGn does not specifically disclose the host compound as 
claimed. Moreover, Thompson is silent as to the r«organkiition energies lor its host materials, 

Further, I hompson docs not disclose high emission luminance and long life time that 
the claimed host compounds exhibit. Rather, Thompson refers to at column 33, lines 33"45, 
that '''{a]n additional preferred molecule with a carbazoie functionality is 4. 4'-N.N' 
dicarbazole- bsphenyi (which is commonly referred to as CBP). CBP has the following 
ibrmula; 
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CBP is ihe Oiily specific compound disclosed by Thompson as an example of a <iuitabk 
earbazole compom^d, Ijowever, as is disclosed in Example I, of Applicants' speciiication,: 
invenuve san?p!e OLED Mo, i-2; employing the host compound (I'CBi^ i ) as clam>ed pTX)vidcd 
high emission lumiaanee and long lite time as compared lo comparative sample OLED No. 1- 
l, wliich erapioyed CBP aiid had a reorganization energy of 0.56 eV, jfns reorganization 
energy Mis outside the scope of Applicants claimed range of from more than 0 to 0.50 eV. 
CBP is characterized by Thompson as a preliirred carba^;ole niokcyie, which clearly fails 
outside the scope of Applicants' claims. 

In view of the foregoing. Claims I -7 and 9- JO are .not anticipated by Thompson and 
the rejection is requested io be withdrawn. 

it h believed that the foregoing aniendmerjts and remarks lidiy comply with the Ollke 
Action and that the claims herein should now be allowable to Applicants. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and allowaiice are requested,
